WHAT ABOUT ENFORCEMENT? 


Will the midnight curfew closing bars, 


saloons, roadhouscs, night clubs and similar 
enterprises be enforced? 


The present law regulating the sale of 


intoxicants is not being enforced, according 
to police authorities. 


It wasn't enforced during the ignoble ex- 


periment of prohibition. 


If the curfew isn't enforced will there be 


a resurgence of speakeasies? 


Will conditions existing under prohibition 


be upon us again? 


During prohibition drinking continued un- 


der circumstances so vile as to cause the 
blindness, the paralysis mid the corruption 
which finally brought on the revulsion of 
repeal. 


Will there be bootlegging under the same 


slimy subterranean system which prevailed 
before repeal? 


Has the war brought to the fore the old 


prohibition forces ready as ever to saddle 
upon a country preoccupied with war an- 
other era of the super-lawlessness, surrepti- 
tious evasion and colossal hypocrisy from 
which repeal of the 18th Amendment happily 
delivered us? 


We now have the black markets. Are we 


going to add to this another enforcement 
problem? 


We trust Washington will consider these 


questions in defermining the length of the 
'curfew. 


SAVE TIN CANS 


Two out of every three tin cans are being 


thrown away, destroying for good the tin 
In those cans and hampering the war effort 
which is becoming more and more dependent 
on salvaged tin from used cans. America's 
war machine needs this tin. Our chief source 
of tin, Malaya and the Dutch East Indies, are 
still in the hands of the Japanese and we 
cannot expect any improvement in the tin 
supply until these sources are restored to 
the Allies. 


As a result of this loss of the main supply 


of tin, the war production machinery de- 
pends to a great degree on tin recovered by 
dctinning tin cans. Not only is tin needed to 
build our war materials but there is a very 
urgent need for tin for encasing the emer- 
gency sulpha ointments which protect our 
fighting men against deadly infection. Tin 
safeguards the precious blood plasma and 
goes into the making of the little individual 
hypodermic syringes, known as Syrettcs, 
which are used to relieve the pain of our 
wounded soldiers. Enough tin can be re- 
claimed from two tin cans to make a Syrette. 


The severe winter has in-evented Jhe col- 


lection of tin cans in many localities and as 
a result the dcfinniiiK plants arc now work- 
ing on part time. Even though the cans 
cannot be collected now, every householder 
should collect them, prepare them by wash- 
ing and pressing -so that when better weather 
comes there will lx- a "spring flood" of tin 
cans to koop the dctinning plants busy. 


Thirty tin caas will supply sufficient tin 


for the main bearing for a -lOinm or 90mm 
anti-aircraft pin. It takes the !in from 350 
lin cans for a .Icoji vivinksliafl or liic liner 
for a :'# calibre ammunition J'OX. A ion and 
a half army Jnick UHN! the tin from 2500 
cans and a Dioftl engine requires liic tin 
from 6500 Jin cans.

OCCUPATIONAL DEAFNESS 


"As between deafness and blindness, most peo- 


ple would choose deafness as the lesser of the two 
evils, but os a matter ot fact it is questionable whe- 
ther the judgment in this dilemma would be the 
correct one. Of all the senses, vision and hearing are 
undoubtedly the most precious, but in social sur- 
roundings seems likely that hearing is :"orc need- 
ed than vision if one is to act his part amid his sur- 
roundings. Jt is said that cleat !>cople are sadder 
thnn blind people and if this is true the reason is 
not hard to find: the deaf person is in society but 
not of it, whereas the blind person is in and of so- 
ciety."

Marion T. Bennett (R-Mo.l 
introduced a bill in the house to 
tighten considerably the circum- 
stances under which the Purple 
Heart can be granted. 


Congressman 
Bennett 
argues 


that this oldest military award in 
the United Stakes has sunk to such 
low estate "that it has been dis- 
tributed with reckless abandon to 
dojjs and blues singers." 


The history of the Purple Heart 


award is interesting There's no 
doubt about its being the oldest 
military award in . this 
country. 


According to Bennett, it's the sec- 
ond oldest military medal in world 
history. Aug. 7, 178'2, Gen. George 
Washington established the "Mili- 
tary Order of the Purple Heart— 
for unusual gallantry and singu- 
larly meritorious acts of extraor- 
dinary fidelity and essential ser- 
vice." 


For many years it disappeared. 


But it was revived in World War 1 
for men who have been wounded 
in action in performance of duty 
against the enemy. Up to Pearl 
Harbor,

proximately 70.000 Purple Hearts 
awarded in ICO years. Bennett 
says that before we are through 
with this .var, there will l)c ;u 
least 1,(100,000 such

members of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors who were 
appointed to visit various capitals 
have been waiting a long time at 
Cairo for passport visas admitting 
them to Ruisil. Before they left 
Washington, they asked the Soviet 
Embassy to facilitate their entry 
into Russia. They did not ask the 
Department of State at that time 
for aid, because they preferred to 
travel, without the sponsorship of 
any government department here, 
so as to keep their mission non- 
governmental and private. 


The long delay, however, in con- 


sidering the passport visas has 
led the Department of State to 
make a request in the last few 
days that the committee be ad- 
mitted and be given every court- 
esy possible. 


The purpose of the mission is 


to discuss with Russian officials 
and newspapermen plans for the 
handling of news in the post-war 
world. The mission has nothing to 
do with wartime censorship 
or 


the handling of news prior to the 
time when peace conditions shall 
he established.

United States with many millions 
of readers, it would be most un- 
fortunate if the Soviet govern- 
ment did not find it convenient to 
allow the American committee to 
visit Moscow. Such a step would 
be disappointing because it might 
give the impression that Soviet- 
American relations are not as 
firmly established as recent reports 
from the Yalta conference indi- 
cated.

Port Ewen Fire 
Department 1944 
Report Submitted 


Edward F. Mains, fire chief of 


Ihe Port Ewcn Fire Department, 
has submitted his fire report for 
the year ending December 31, 
1944. The report in part follows: 
Honorable Board of Fire Commis- 


missioners and Members of Port 
Ewcn Fire Department: 
Through this year our depart- 


ment has had more responsibility 
cast upon it due to the war, with 
our manpower called from time to 
lime in ihe armed forces and our 
defense plants rushed with work, 
their help increased many fold, 
keeping us on the alert to prevent 
the loss of life and the destruc- 
tion of property by fire should fire 
start. 


According to my classification of 


fires, our loss from fire, for which 
this department responded was: 
Property insured for 5800, insur- 
ance allowed $40. 
Fire in our fire district to which 


our lire department was not call- 
ed: Property insured for $3,500, 
and insurance allowed 577.99. To- 
tal charged against -fire district 
for year 5117.99. 


This surely proves the benefits 


derived from fire prevention pro- 
grams with literature distributed 
to our people and the safety pro- 
grams carried on in the defense 
plants. 


Fire equipment has been tested 


at different intervals during the 
summer months and in the winter 
instructions are given to the 
members in the fire house. 
There is one office which should 


be solved in our district and that 
is the fire warden. Our present 
warden, who has been ill, will no 
longer be able to carry on. He 
has cooperated 100 per cent with 
us at all times and through his 
work we were only called out on 
five grass fires, where in other 
years we would have two or three 
calls in one day. 


During the year a trailer pump 


loaned from the United States 
government was added to our 
equipment and a building was built 
by the firemen in the rear of the 
fire house to house same. 


To the Board of Fire Commis- 


sioners, I extend the appreciation 
of the firemen for being willing 
to cooperate and help us always 


We are thankful to the Women's 


first aid workers who stand ready 
and have responded to our fires 
where only recently an aged man 
was taken from a home on fire 
and -then carried to a neighbor's 
home and first aid administered 
until arrival of a doctor. 


Ladies' Auxiliary of the fire de- 


partment have a standing commit- 
:ee ready to serve firemen with 
hot coffee. 


Our officers and members are 


faithful to their duties. 


We have in the armed forces 41 


members. 
One assistant chief 


three captains, one lieutenant, a 
chief fire police, two fire police 
and 33 members. 


I am thankful to all who in any 


way assisted in keeping our de- 
partment efficient.

—Weather was one of the great 
gambles of the Tokyo strike and 
caused anxious moments aboard 
ship as this huge fleet steamed 
northward into Japanese waters. 


Japan's worst weather is in 


January and February. 
Cold air 


from the great land masses of 
Dhina moves eastward and strikes 
:he warm air of the Pacific. This 
3Uilds up frequent storm fronts 
vith occasional typhoons. 


Commodore A. A. Burke. Adm. 


Hare A. Mitscher's chief of staff, 
loped for a bad storm front or 
even a tynhoon behind which the 
fleet could screen itself. 


"This not only would' incon- 
'enience the enemy but it also 
vould give us a ceiling of clouds 
under which we could hide,1' ex- 
plained Burke. 


It was everyone's hope that the 


weather xvould be clear over 
Tokyo so bombine and 
strafing 


could be directed accurately 
at 


aircraft engine plants and ground- 
ed planes. 


It was desirable for the strike 


'o be timed for the hour when a 
storm had passed Tokyo and 
moved to sea, leaving the city 
clear and bathed in bright sun- 
shine, but with the U. S. fleet hid- 
den under clouds. 


Today the. weather at sea was 
clear and the water smooth. 


"This would be an ideal day for 
a strike," said the commodore. 
'Our weather 
information 
is 


meager and fleet weathermen 
von't make any definite predic- 
tions. So we still don't know 
vhat sort of weather we will find 
ivhen we arrive over the target. 
I believe that of all the raids 
3-2D's have made on the empire 
they have found Tokyo" clear on 
only two occasions." 


Commodore Burke, like every- 


one else aboard the fleet ships, 
speculated on the ability of the 
Japanese to rot their planes into 
the air quickly asainst the fleet 
after the strike on Tokyo.
